War is dangerous in m ore w’ays 
than one. Soon after writing this 
letter. 
Dawson 
contracted pneu­ 
monia and was sent to M emphis, 
where he w as m et by Amanda and 
brought hom e to New M adrid. He 
died a week or go later. 
George’s letters give a clear in­ 
sight into the lives* of New M adrid’s 
men at war. We are sure that the 
others who w ere at wTa r experi­ 
enced very sim ilar hardships. Some

On the hom e front, the situa­ 
tion was far from being an ideal 
one.

Missouri, in tier 140 years of 
atatehood. and even before that, 
has had more than her share of

ist societies and other organiza­ 
tions. 
A Co-Founder ot Times 
A beardless boy when he entered 
the new spa'-er nrotess an and with 
little record of formal education, 
Edwards was to distinguish him­ 
self in the field and to become, 
among other thing* a co-founder of 
the Kan-as City Times. 
A young man ii courage and m- 
telloct. it was not strange that he 
soon was a close friend and com­ 
panion of another young newcom­ 
er just 20 miles down the riv«r 
from Lexington at Waverlv. This 
friend was Joseph Orville Shelby, 
scion of a distinguished and aristo­ 
cratic family. 
Shelby had come to Lafayette 
County from hi* birthplace in Lex­ 
ington, Ky., in 1812, upon receiv 
jng his inheritance. He planned to 
engage in 'he livestock business, 
general 
tannine, 
hemp-growing 
and rope-making *n the virgin and 
immenselv fertile county on the 
Missouri river. 
So >n Shelbv

were fishing, hunting and drinking 
together, as well as formulating 
plans, military and political, which 
were to make them famous and 
affo ‘ the fate of their state and 
the r nation.

She1bv was flamboyant, restlessly 
aggressive. Edwards was quiet and 
unas lining: he never once men­ 
tioned himself in all his millions of 
words of writing. Yet both were 
fearless, intelligent, interested m 
things of great import and dedi­ 
cated to principle. 
In 1861. haveing weathered the 
border warfare and seen it fanned 
into a war of nation-wide prooor- 
tion*. Edward? and Shelby were 
ready to join the battle. Shelby 
elected to go with the South. A 
born leader, he organised the La­ 
fayette County cavalry, a band of 
young Missouri patriots like him- 
telf, at his own expense. He fur* 
nisbed the finest of riding horses, 
saddles and rifles and other equip­ 
ment. The unit, initially ^depen­ 
dent. preserved its separate iden- 
ity throughout the war Shelby rode 
at the head a* captain. 
The contingent grew to such pro­ 
portion* and gained such fame that 
it wa< knowm as the Iron Brigade. 
Shelby eventually became a colon­ 
el and latter

capable of self-expression, Shelby 
was not a voluble man and dele­ 
gated the writing of official com­ 
munications to Edwards, who loved 
to write. Never before or since 
have such writings found their way 
.nto permanent official records — 
and seme of them were to em bar­ 
rass Shelby years later. Edward s 
writing was pur., poetry. 
Capturing a Steamboat. 
Consider this report of the rou­ 
tine and cold-blooded business of 
capturing a Union steamboat: 
"It was a beautiful moonlit nignt. 
White fleecy clouds hovered over 
the sleeping river, over the doomed 
craft with all her gala lights in 
bloom ( 
and over the

lines of infantry and the yawning 
sentinels and the deep striking of 
the time bell. Just a? the white 
hand of morning put away the sa­ 
ble clouds of night, four pieces of 
artillery >ent their terrible passen­ 
gers crashing through the boat. 
Then the infantry opened with ter­ 
rible effect, and m ten minutes the 
Queen City was a helpless wreck 
upon the water, her captain sur­ 
rendering unconditionally." 
As Shelby’s right arm. Edwards 
rode more m;ies, sav. 
action in 
more place?, both on horseback 
end on foot, than would have been 
possible with any other command 
n the Civil war. In "Battles and 
Biographies of Missourians,’’ W. 
L. Webb writes: 
"He fought side-by-side with the 
great 
Shelby. 
He 
was 
often 
wounded: on on« field he lay all 
night, bleeding from a wound made 
by a jagged piece of shell. He lost 
more horses shot from under him 
m battle than any other man in 
Shelby's 
brigade. 
Hig 
personal 
courage was equal to Shelby’s. He 
was as grand on the field as he 
was 
enchanting 
in

editor s 
sanctum. But you will find no hint 
of personal adventure in his writ­ 
ings.” 
Edwards was wounded in Gen­ 
eral M arm aduke’s attack on the 
Federal post of Cape Girardeau, 
April 26. 1868. and cantured, along 
with several otner officers. After 
seven weeks in a hospital, he and 
his compatriots were confined «n 
the

prison, 
St. 
Louis, and later at Johnson’s Is­ 
land before they were exchanged 
by Mai.-Gen. J- M. Schofield* in 
August. Edwards soon returned to 
Shelby’s side. 
No Surrender for Them 
When Lee surrendered, Shelby 
and Edwards, with the brigade, 
were in Texas. They had no inten­ 
tion of yielding, for they had big­ 
ger plans. Across the Rio Grande 
in Mexico,

Empress Carlotta became 
the 
subject of one of his most famous 
editorials in the Mexican Times. 
It started: 
“Very w’eak and Bale today at 
M iramar, surrounded by the un­ 
seen wings of angels, 
lies 
the 
proudest, nobelest. queenliest wo­ 
man of the age. Pure and stainless 
as a heaven-guarded child, she ha? 
hazarded life for humanity and 
sacrificed health for her kindred 
and her cause . . .” 
But Shelby, Price, Edwards and 
most of 
the 
other Missourians 
eventually drifted back home, Ed­ 
wards arriving in Missouri in April, 
1867. He resumed newspaper work 
and wrote at least three popular 


and authoritative books, ‘‘Shelby 
and His Men or the War in the 
West.” and 
“Noted Guerrillas, ’* 
| both dealing principally with Mis­ 
souri subjects, and “Shelby’s Ex­ 
pedition to Mexico.’ He was editor 
and 
corre?}x>ndent 
at 
Jefferson 
City at one time or another for 
• various Missouri dailies, including 
The Kansas City Times. His edi­ 
torials were reprinted from coast 
to coast, he was a powerful figure 
on the Missouri political scene, a 
keen political analyst and among 
■ the last and most enthusiastic ex­ 
ponents of pure Bourbon democra­ 
cy.

of theories or college degrees. Thev 
will not be telling anyone what 
to do. but rather be showing what 
can be done. If -hey can encourage 
people to

nical resources which the country 
possesses, they will be successful. 
Young American men and wom­ 
en between the ages of 18 and 25
